A century has 
passed, and Mendelssohn, separating himself from his contem- 
poraries, purifying himself by the same loneliness and solitary 
communion with the parent of all that is good and beautiful, 
raises the veil, and enters to assist in the perfect development 
of that of which his prototype had so wondrously laid the cor- 
ner stone, and outlined all its glorious details. There are now 
two organ composers ; the present epoch has envolved a second 
in Felix Mendelssohn.
